¢ What are these classes about? 

These online classes are geared towards [western] students who want to improve their deen 
primarily through the study of classical Maliki Fiqh texts covering the fundamentals of Aqidah, 
Maliki Fiqh, and pure Tasawwuf as the core subjects of focus. Classes will be limited to 10-15 
students max in order to keep attentive teacher-to-student guidance. 


« How many classes each week? 

There are two 45min-1hr live classes a week that take place back-to-back either on Saturday or 
Sunday. Between both classes there is a 15-20 minute break. In general each week there is a 2 
hour session in total. Students will also have access to Q&A and a private Telegram group in 
order to assist them in learning and general guidance of a teacher. Lessons will also be 
recorded for personal usage. 


« How are lessons given? 

| read the Arabic text then explain it clearly with examples. Once students have a general 
understanding of each passage, | translate word for word in order to help students strengthen 
their Arabic. There will be a lot of emphasis on how to break down a text to analyze the author’s 
wording and what he intents to convey. Furthermore, | will help students build an understanding of 
how issues of figh manifest in an ideal Muslim society and where there is any context to consider 
when viewed from the perspective of today’s modern circumstances. These classes are not just 
lessons but rather a means of self-rectification through study, understanding, and practice. 


+ Who are these classes for? 

= Students who want to be connected to a teacher to improve their religious practice and understanding 
= Students who have intentions to seek knowledge and need somewhere to start or continue progressing 
= Anyone else who wants to rectify their deen through learning and being connected to a teacher 


Note: these classes are generally geared towards students in the West. 


¢ What are the prerequisites for each class? 
- beginner class: students should at least be able to read Arabic (understanding is not required) 
- advanced class: students should be at least able to: 


(1) read Arabic fluently, 
(2) have some degree of understanding Arabic, 
(3) have completed studying some basic text(s) in the Maliki School.

- Beginner: Muqaddimah al-Izziyah by Abu Hasan Al-Shadhili al-Maliki (939 AH) 
- Advanced: Al-Risalah by lbn Abi Zayd al-Qayrawani (386 AH)
